DHA faithful Servant of GOD, 
T the Rev. Mr ELEAZAR WHEELOCK 
S. of Lebanon in America, being deeply 
impreſſed with a Senſe of the forlorn Condition 
of our ſavage Fellow-Creatures in thoſe Deſerts, 
and of the Obligation the Deſcendants of the 
ancient New Englanders {till lie under to keep 

in View the avowed Deſign of their Forefathers 
original Emigration ; and being fully perſuad- 

ed of the innumerable Benefits and Bleſſings, 
both temporal and ſpiritual, that muſt neceſſa- 
rily thereby accrue to his preſent Majeſty's Do- 
minions both at home and abroad ; did, about 
Ten Years ago, take two Indian Boys, and thro' 

the whole Duration of the late War, under the 
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greateſt Diſcouragements (ariſing from the Ra- 
vages of the Indians) he continued to increaſe 
his School by receiving a larger Number, both 
Boys and Girls, from the nearer Tribes; toge- 
ther with ſome promiſing Engh/þ Youths, who 
were deſigned for the ſame Purpoſe of evange- 
lizing the Heathen, And being rationally con- 
vinced, at the Conclufion of the War, what a 
favourable Opportunity our late ſignal and a- 
mazing Conquefts afforded of proſecuting this 
_ glorious Plan, he ſtill added, out of more re- 
mote Tribes, many Children to the Number, 
all which he did cloath, board, and educate, 
without any ſettled Fund; and hath been fo 
remarkably bleſſed in the Improvements they 
have made, that at this Time (beſides Twenty 
or upwards in his School at Lebanon, who are 
reſerved for future Service) there are no leſs 
than eue Engliſh and Indian Miſſionaries 
and Schoolmaſters now employed in ſettling 
Schools, and preaching the Goſpel of the ever- 
Þleſſed Gop, with moſt promiſing Encourage- 
ment and Succeſs, among fome of the remote 
Heathen Nations; all of which do now depend 
immediately on the Reverend Mr WREETLOck 
for a Support. 

To recount all the particular 1 very ſignal 
Interpoſitions of divine Providence that have 
attended this infant Seminary, would be almoſt 

endleſs, 
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endleſs. It may ſuffice only to obſerve in ge- 
neral, that as it was begun in the ſame Spirit 
with which the late Reverend and Eminent _ 
Profeſſor Francke founded the preſent famous 
Orphan- Houſe at Hall in Germany, ſo it hath 
been bleſſed with many ſuch like remarkable 
Smiles from Heaven. 

And as this Inſtitution is intended purely to 
promote the common Salvation of the Heathen, 
without any Regard to any particular Names, 
Sefs, or Parties whatſoever, fo, to their Honour 
be it ſpoken, it hath been countenanced and en- 
couraged by Perſons of various Denominations on 
both Sides the Water. And as there appears at 
preſent @ very uncommon Deſire among many of 
the Six Nations and others to have their Chil- 
dren taught to Read, Write, and Speak well, and 
themſelves inſtructed in the Goſpel of Curisr, 
as well as in Huſbandry and the more polite Arts 
of civilized Life ; it hath been judged expedient 
to ſend over the Reverend Mr Wh:taker, Miniſ- 
ter of the Goſpel at Norwich in New England, 
and the Reverend Mr Samſon Occom, the firſt 
Pupil and Indian Chriſtian which Mr WukR- 
Lock educated, and the firſt Indian Goſpel 
Preacher that ever ſet Foot on this Iſland, to 
ſolicit Benefactions from ell and charitably diſ- 
poſed Perſons of all Ranks, Parties, and Deno- 
minations whatſoever, toward Building and En- 
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dowing an Indian School, and Chathing, Main- 
taining and Educating ſuch Indians and Miſſion- 
aries, as are now, or ſhall hereafter be educated, 
[| and employed on this glorious Errand. 

In what an important Point of Light this 
Deſign is already viewed on the other Side of 
the Atlantic, will beſt appear from the many 
| annexed Atte/iations, Recommendations, and good 
| Wiſhes of ſeveral of His Majeſty's Governors, 
Chief Juſtices, Counſellors, and Secretaries ; 
. Numbers of eminent Merchants; ſeveral of the 
| Miſſionaries of the Church of England; with. 
| various Goſpel Miniſters of other Denomina- 
f tions in the more Northern Provinces; and 
[ eſpecially of the Honourable Sir WILLIAM 
Jounson, that great Supporter of the Britiſh 
f Indian Intereſt in general, and great Patrontzer 
if of this Infant Inſtitution in particular. 

1 What adds to the farther Recommendation 
of this truly catholic and charitable Deſign, is this, 
viz, that it is purely intended for the Inſtruc- 
tion of Indians, and of ſuch Exgliſb Youths only 
as are wholly to be devoted to their Service. 
For it hath been found by ſome few Inſtances 
of Indians educated elſewhere, that the Engliſh 
Students have been apt to look upon them with 
an Air of diſdain, which theſe Sons of ranging 
Liberty cannot ſo well brook. Nor is it much 
other wiſe here at Home; for as none but Sam- 


ples 
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ples of uncivilized Indians have been ſent over, 
and exhibited to public View on this Side the 
Water, the Britons are naturally led to form a 
more deſpicable Idea of them, and conſequently 
to hold them in far more ſovereign Contempt. 
But how capable the Natives of onder diſtant 
World are of making civil, moral, and religious 
Improvements, (and thoſe very ſpeedy ones too) 
is demonſtrable, not only from the Inſtance of 
the Reverend Mr Occom, but alſo from the Pro- 
greſs which ſeveral of the Indians, now employ- 
ed, have actually made in Greek and Latin, as 
well as in Engliſh Oratory, before they were ſent 
forth to act in a public Character. The Care 
taken 1n teaching them to ſpeak as well as read, 
write, and behave well, is mentioned, becauſe 
te as among other free Nations, ſo among the 
Indians, Orators are in the higheſt Eſteem. 
«* To be able to ſpeak well in public is the 
e ſhorteſt and moſt infallible Road to Honour 
e and Influence among thoſe uncontrolled Lords 
* of the Deſert. The Project of enabling their 
% own Children to do this, falls in with their 
«* Taſte; it will be thought by them an Ad- 
e vancement of the Family, and they will go 
« into it paſfionately. And if it pleaſes Gop to 
te znſpire them with the genuine Spirit of Chriſ- 
„ tianity, it will ſoon appear that the beſt Way 
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* to C:ilize, will be to Chriſtianize them. If the 
later ſucceeds, what a Triumph over the 
«© Powers of Darkneſs! If they can be civi- 
ce lized, what a Proſpect of important Conſe- 
«© quences open to View! How many in the 
* Train that cannot be foreſeen! What a 
e Saving of Blood and Treaſure! How great 
* the Addition of Hundreds of Thouſands of 
* Subjects! What an Increaſe of our Settle- 
* ments! How great the Augmentation of 
e the Staple of theſe Dominions ! What the 
e Increaſe of the Demand for Britiſh Manu- 
* fackuries to cloath the new Subjects! How 
te important this to the Commerce of Great Bri- 
* tain and the Colonies! And what a Source 
* af Opulence to the whole Empire! |

GENTLEMEN, and CHRISTIAN FRIENDS | 


T. is well known, that there are yet remaining vaſt 
Numbers of aboriginal Natives in this Land; 
whoſe manner of Living is ſavage, almoſt to a Level 
with the brutal Creation, but fierce and terrible in 
War. Their Dwellings are eminently Habitations of 
Cruelty. They have continued from Age to Age in 
the groſſeſt Paganiſm and Idolatry; Strangers to all 
the Emoluments of Science, but ſubtil and ſkilful 
in all the Arts of Cruelty and Deceit : And on every 
Conſideration their State is, perhaps, the moſt wretch- 
ed and piteous of all the human Race. They have, 
from the firſt planting of theſe Colonies, been a 
Scourge and Terror to their Eugliſʒ Neighbours ; of- 
ten ravaging and laying waſte their Frontiers; butch- 
ering, torturing, and captivating their Sons ; daſhing 
their Children againſt the Stones; ſkilfully deviſing, 
and proudly glorying in, all poſſible Methods of 
Torture and Cruelty within their Power. 

And the Conſideration, that their being civilized, 
and taught the Knowledge of the only true Gop and 
SAVIOUR, and ſo made good Members of Society, 
and peaceable and quiet Neighbours, (which _— 

| B 
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be effected but ut Jan the Goſpel amongſt 


them) is of ſuch v rtance to the Crown of 
Great Britain, the Peace and Proſperity of our Land, 
and eſpecially to their own Good and Happineſs in 
Time and to Eternity —— Moved me, about Ten 
Years ago, to ere& a CHARIT Y School, in order for 
the Educating the moſt promiſing of their own Sons 
that might be obtained, with a View to their being 
employed as Miſſionaries and Schoolmaſters among 
their reſpective Tribes; together with a Number of 
Engliſh Youth, to be ſent forth as Companions and 
Aſſociates with them in the ſame, Buſineſs. And the 
good Behaviour of the Boys Which I. have hitherto 
had in this School, and their Proficiency in Learn- 
ing has been ſuch, by the Bleſſing of Gop upon In- 
ſtruction and Diſcipline, that many Gentlemen * 
Character and Note, both at Home and Abroad, 
have ſeen fit to encourage the Deſign by ſuch Libe- 
ralities as have ſupported it hitherto, without any Fund 
for that Purpoſe. | 


But the neceſſary Expences for the Support of fuch 
a Number as are now employed in the Wilderneſs, at 
the Diſtance of three or four hundred Miles, viz. 
Three Miſſionaries, Eight Schoolmaſters, and Two 
Interpreters occaſionally hired to that Service; and 
where they can have little or no Aſſiſtance towards 
their Support from the Savages among whom they 
live; together with the neceſſary Supplies for the 
School, which now conſiſts of Twenty two; and 
others expected ſoon, who are of Families of Impor- 
rance in Tribes ſtill more remote ; are greater than 
can be reaſonably expected from theſe American Co- 
Jonies ; eſpecially at a Time when Complaints of 
Debt, and want of Money, are ſo loud and univerſal. 
But conſidering, that this great Undertaking looks 
with ſuch a favourable and encouraging Aſpect, and 
that a wider Door than ever is now opened for the 


Further- 
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Furtherance of it, by ſending Miſſionaries and School- 
maſters further among Tribes where none have here- 
tofore been ; I am not only neceſſitated, but encou- 
raged thus to repreſent the Caſe, and employ my dear 
and faithful Brother, the Rev. Mr V bitater, in my 
Stead, to beſpeak the charitable Aſſiſtance of the 
Friends of Zion abroad. And I am confident, that 
Numbers, and all, according to their Ability, who 
have at Heart that which the Heart of the Great Re- 
deemer is infinitely ſet upon, viz. the Enlargement of 
his Kingdom, and the Salvation of the periſhing Souls 
of Men, will be ready to conſider of, and forward 
do aſſiſt in, this ſo intereſting Affair, if they believe 
that I am not aſking for myſelf, but am only beg- 
ging an Alms for Car1sT, and in a Cale of no leſs 
Neceſſity than that (if not the very ſame) which He 
is pleaſed to repreſent and expreſs by his being an 
hungered, and thirfty, and naked, and fick, and in 
Priſon; and that he will, even in this Life, bounti- 
fully requite thoſe who contribute Supplies for theſe 
his Neceflities ; and reward and honour them at laſt 
with a Come, ye Bleſſed of my Father, inherit the King- 
dom prepared for you. 

And whatever any ſhall pleaſe to contribute for 
this Purpoſe, I ſhall receive as ſacred to the Redeem- 
er's Cauſe, and ſhall improve it to the aforeſaid 
| Uſes, according to my beſt Ability, and by the beſt 
Advice. And I hope, that all Friends and Bene- 
factors to this Deſign, will have occaſion for the moſt 
eaſy and comfortable Reflections, that their Charities 
were beſtowed in the beſt Manner, for the Glory of

began, came to live with me ſoon after he emerged 
out of groſs Paganiſm, and was a Member in my 
Family, and under my Inſtruction for ſeveral Years, 
before he went to keep a School on Long Iſland, 
in which he continued -for ſome Years; and at the 
ſame Time officiated as public Teacher of the Indian 
Tribe at Montauk on Long Iſland, till he received Or- 
dination by the Hands of Syfolk Preſbytery on ſaid 
Iſland : Since which he has been employed in ſe- 
veral Miſſions to various Tribes of Indians to good 
Acceptance. All which Time I have kept up my 
Acquaintance with him: and, ſo far as | have 
known or heard, he has behaved himſelf becom- 
ing his Chriſtian and Miniſterial Character. Ever 
ſince he left my Houſe he has been under great 
Diſadvantages, and his Abilities have been much 
ſtarved for want of ſuitable Support for himſelf 
and numerous Family ; which has obliged him to 
labour with his Hands, and for many Years was 
without polite Converſation, while he lived among 
Indians, and in want of a Library. Notwithſtanding 
all which, he appears to me to be well accom- 
pliſhed, and peculiarly turned to teach and edify 
his ſavage Brethren ; and he hath alſo preached in 
New York, Boftcn, and other polite Towns among 


the Engliſh, to good Acceptance. By the beſt 


Judges he is ſaid to be an excellent Speaker in his 
own Language. His Influence is very great among 
the Indians; and if it ſhould pleaſe Gop to ſpare 
his Lite, there is reaſon to hope he may be emi-

An ACCounT of the Mi "MY and Schoolmafters 
employed among the remote Nations of Indians. 


Ml. Samuel Kirtland, Son of a Miniſter in Norwich 
in Connecticut, New England, was initiated in this 
School, and finiſhed his Education at Naſſau. Hall in 
New Jerſey College. While he was in the School he 
learned the Mohawk Language; but as he had a De- 
fire of being uſeful more remote, he ſet off for the 

Country of the Senecas, in order to learn their Lan- 
guage, November 20, 1764, and was obliged: to tarry 
at Sir William Johnſon's for a Convoy till January 17 
following, and then ſet out with two Seneca Indians 
for his Convoy. The Snow was then four Feet deep, 
and very dry. He travelled on Snow-Shoes, with 
his Pack of Proviſions on his Back, upwards" of two 
hundred Miles into the Wilderneſs, ' where was no 
Path or Houſes to lodge in; and in ſeventeen Days 
he reached that ſavage Tribe, which but a few Months 
before had been imbruing their Hands in our Blood ; ; 
and there he hath been ever ſince, except wo or bree 
Journies on Foot two hundred Miles, to procure a lit- 
tle Bread to fave Life: and he purpoſes, not to return 
til next Fall; when, from the Succefs he has a—_—

them, he bopes to prevail ſo far as to bring down 


with him ſome of their Children for the School, and 
two or three of their Sachen, or Head Men, to fee it; 
and thereby convince them of the Sincerjty of the De- 
ſign for the Good of the poor Indians, and by this 
means remove their rooted Prejudices, =» 


Iſaac Dakayenenſere, Gwedelbes Agwerondongwas, 
Theſe two are pious Indians, converted under the Re- 
verend Mr Hawley : They can read Mohawk, and 
teach their more ignorant Brethren the Things of Gop, 
according to their Ability; having no-other Book but 
the Pſalms, and a few other Paſſages of Scripture, 
and ſome Prayers in their own Language. Peter is 
the chief eder, Fagugh Zeugen of the two. This 
is he whom the Indians at Onoboquage ſent laſt March 
to aſk for a Miniſter; and who came Three hundred 
Miles through a deep Snow, and reached Mr Whee- 
lock's that very Day, and at the very Hour that ſeveral

Ainiſtry; one of which was deſigned for them. And 
Jo remarkable was the Providence of Gov, that an 
Interpreter came in at the ſame Inſtant, who had liv- 
ed with theſe Indians for ten Years, by whoſe A ſſiſt- 
ance we were able to underſtand them, and they us.

Foſeph Brant, a Mobawk Indian, and of a F amily 
of Diſtioction in that Nation, was alſo educated by 
Mr Wheelock, and was ſo well accompliſhed, that the 
Rev. Charles Feffry Smith (a young Gentleman, who, 
out of Love to CHRISH and the Souls of Men, de- 
votes his Life, and ſuch a Fortune as is ſufficient to 
ſupport himſelf and an Interpreter, wholly to this 


glorious Service; ) took him for his Interpreter, when 


he went on his Miſſion to the Mobawks, near three 
Years ago. But the War breaking out at that Time 
between the back Indians and the Engliſh, Mr Smith 
was obliged to return; but Joſeph tarried, and went

go among them. And we cannot but hope theſe 
Youth will fill their Places with as much Faithfulneſs 
as thoſe already ſent out, who, it muſt be owned, 
have done well on their Miſſion. 


With what a diſintereſted Spirit they are endowed, 
what Hardſhips they have undergone, and what a 
wide Proſpect of future Uſefulneſs is now opening, 
will appear from the following Extracts from Let- 
ters ſent within theſe two Years laſt paſt to the Rev.

EXTRACTS of LETTERS. 


a : Mr Kirtland writes thus. 
| Juobnſon Hall, Dec. 27. 1764. 


T HE fon among whom I am going, are Hea- 

then indeed; and ſome rather worſe, being pro- 
ſelyted by the French Jeſuits. There is a ſmall Town 
which is very firm in the Eng/i/þ Intereſt, where I am 
to reſide : But the largeſt, which contains Three hun- 
dred Wigwams, or Huts, is a good deal wavering, 
Sir William Jobnſon thinks very favourable of my ny g0- 
ing. It may be the means of ſecuring them, before 
the French renew and ſtrengthen their Intereſts among 
them. The Indians think a Miniſter has nothing to 


do or ſay, but ſuch Things as relate to the Welfare 
C and 
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and Salvation of Souls. The Miniſterial Office with 
them is rather more ſacred than with the Engi. — 
As they have little Knowledge of the Goſpel, what 
the Miniſter declares they ſuppoſe to be the / Mind ot 
Gor. The French Jeſuits - could do more with the 
TFrdians in the laſt War, than the Governors and all 
Canada beſides. But if the. Miniſter's Life does not 
correſpond with his Doctrines, they think he is a De- 
ceiver and a Spy, I have got alittle of their Good- 
will and Eſteem. Some are quite free with me, be- 
gin to think I am a true Friend and an honeſt Fel- 
low, When this good Beginning is perfected, half 
the Battle is gained: I can then be free with them, 
and get all their Hearts. They have reported among 
the Kauknawagas in Canada, Onoidas, and ſome others, 
that I am come up a Miſſionary for the Senecas; 
which appears to the Six Nations a great Thing.

There were ſome who were going near their 
Caſtle, but his Honour did not chooſe J ſhould go, 
until he had ſpoken with thoſe Indians among whom 
I am to live, and know what Acceptance I ſhould 
meet with. He expects them down in about five 
Weeks. He thinks favourably of my going; that 
ſuch a Thing may be the means of ſecuring them, 
before the French have Opportunity to renew and 
ſtrengthen their Intereſt. Through his Goodneſs and 
Condeſcenſion I have got that Knowledge and Under- 
ſtanding of Indians which long Experience muſt other- 
wiſe have acquired. I deſire to have thoſe grateful 
Sentiments which fuch paternal Care, and other un- 
eommon Kindneſſes demand, I have been learning

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the Mohawk and Seneca Languages ever ſince my Re- 
turn from Onoboquage.

YESTERDAY returned from Kanajoohare, where 

I have been for ſome Time. Delivered to them ſe- 
veral Diſcourſes. Kept a Singing-School every Night 
in the Week, except Saturday- night. Laſt Sabbath- 
Evening, by my Deſire, the three Head Men of the 
Place met at Fo pb's Houſe. After diſcourſiag with 
them upon ſeveral Points in Divinity, which I thoughr 
not prudent to ſpeak in Public, I acquainted them 
with your Deſign ; upon which they gave me the 
following Anſwer. © We are glad to hear ſuch 
« Things. We have a great while deſired a Miniſ- 
« ter. We are ſenſible, if we do not get a Miniſter, 
* and keep cloſe to Religion, we ſhall be a forſaken 
& People: Gop will caſt us away. If we could get 
« a Miniſter, we would be religious, and live ſober- 
« ly, Chriftian-like ; that our Children might follow 
* our Tracks, and thereby bring a Bleſſing upon 
& them. We have ſometimes been almoſt. diſcou- 
“ raged, becauſe ſome ſay we have not a ſufficient 
Number for a Miniſter z but you ſay this Miniſter 
« (meaning Mr Wheelock) ſays, we are not to be neg- 
& lected or caſt away. becauſe we are few : Souls are 
« very precious, and more worth than all this Earth: 
oy — ſay, he hath had Thoughts of us for ſome 
« Time, and remembers us in his Prayers; and if we 
apply to him now directly, he would ſend us a Mi- 
e niſter in the Spring, a good, true, faithful Miniſter, 
« who would ſettle down and tarry with us, and who 
« would likewiſe aſſiſt us in building us a Church. 
«© We are glad to hear this: As ſoon as our old Wo- 
« men and. Men return from Hunting we will call a 
« Meeting and ſend a Petition. Pleaſe to write what 
« we intend to do: firſt acquaint General Jobnſon, if

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« we had a good Miniſter a great many would come 
« and live with us, ſome from the lower Caſtle, ſome 
“ from Onoida, ſome from Canada; we ſhould be 
& preſently numerous if we have a good true Miniſ- 
ce ter; we want one who is faithful, and will ſtand 
wot - 6 a 

I ſhall ſpare no Labour nor Coſt, eſpecially the for- 
mer, where, I think, Goo calls for them. If your 
School does not ſucceed, I ſhall deſpair of any other 
Attempt to evangelize the Heathen, 

As ſoon as I ſhall get the Seneca's Language per- 

fectly, I can make way for ſeven or eight Miſſionaries 
among the more remote Nations, not belonging to 
the Confederacy ; among which is Pondiact's Tribe, 
which is vaſtly large, imagined capable to raiſe 20 or 
23, Ooo fighting Men. 
A ſhort Speech, with a String of Wampum, is to 
be made to every Tribe through which I paſs, ac- 
quainting them with my Deſign, the Deſign of the 
Miniſter that ſent me, c. Sc. A longer and more 
full Speech to the Sachem of the Senecas; beſides a 
String of Wampum and a ſmall Preſent, which I am 
to deliver with my own Hands to the aforeſaid Per- 
ſon, for my Benefit, Protection, &c. upon the hearing 
of which the two Indians that accompany me expreſs- 
ed great Joy and Thankfulneſs, Then a ſtrict Charge 
was given to ſecure me from all Harm while paſſing 
through the Nations, and deliver me ſafe to the above 
mentioned Sachem. They promiſed 'the utmoſt of 
their Ability; upon which 1 aroſe, taking them by 
the Hand, and thanked them for their Good-will, Cc. 
After ſpeaking a few Words, they aroſe and did the 
ſame, adding, < that it was the great Spirit above that 
„ had thus diſpoſed my Heart.” One of my Com- 
N will live at the ſame Place to which I am 
bound: the other belongs to a Town of Senecas upon 
the Obio, near Fort Pitt; who ſays, he ſhall publiſh — 
I g00 
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good News wherever he goes, not doubting it will be 
very acceptable to a great many. — 

It is ſaid to be a very great and dangerous Under- 
taking to venture into thoſe Parts, though the moſt 
promiſing, ſhould my Life be ſpared, and Succeſs 
granted, of any whatſoever. 

I apprehend you will be able to form ſome Judg- 
ment of Affairs from Hints I have given. His Ex- 
cellency adviſes me, by all means, to carry a few 
Neceſſaries to give them, to open the Way for a kind 
Reception and good Treatment; and in the Spring 
renew the ſame. The giving them ſuch Things as 
they ſtand in need of, at their own Homes, will. be 
eſteemed ten times as great as the ſame Value given 
here, His Excellency, for this Purpoſe, has given 
me to the Value of Twenty or T wenty five Shillings, 
in ſuch Things as will be agreeable to them. His 
Stores are juſt exhauſted, or he would give me more. 
I hope you will not think me imprudent, if I pur- 
chaſe a few Things for this Purpoſe. I ſhall neither 
aſk nor deſire any thing for this Year's Service; only 
beg ſuch Things to give the poor naked Wretches, 
as will be neceſſary to open the Way for the Cauſe 
of Gop; which I pray Gop I may make my only 
Attention and Employment. The French Jeſuits ne- 
ver ſpared in this Practice. This ſeems, under Gop, 
to be a hopeful Proſpect. Pray for Go p's infinite 
Condeſcenſion to improve a Creature, fo vile and un- 
fit for his Service. Perhaps I may be killed in my 
firſt Attempt. I know not what God deſigns for 
me, whether Life or Death ; but this I know, if his 
holy Will is my conſtant Care, my Meat and Drink, 
I ſhall live in Peace, and at Death reap eternal Life. 
I hope you will pray for me, that Gop may give me 
Wiſdom, Prudence and Skill; and above all, keep 
me very humble : and alſo that I may be ſupported 
in my Journey. It is well I have been accuſtomed 

to 
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to ſome: Hardſhips, or this Journey would be too hard 
for me: The Weather is exceſſive cold; ; the Snow 
above four Feet deep. I add no more; in haſte,

Abſtratts of two Letters from David Fowler, an 
Indian of the Montauk Tribe, now Schoolmaſter 
at Onoida, 20 the Reverend Mr Wheelock. 


ee in Onoida, June 15. 1765. 
Honoured and Rev. S1 R, 


THIS is the twelfth Day ſince I began to keep 
this School, and I have put eight of my Scholars in- 
to the third Page of their Spelling-book ; ſome haye 
got almoſt down to the bottom of ſaid Page. I ne- 
ver ſaw Children exceed theſe in Learning. The 
Number of my Scholars are Twenty ſix, when they 
are all preſent; but it is difficult to keep them toge- 
ther: They are often roving about from Place to Place 
to get ſomething to live upon; Proviſion is very 
ſcarce with them. 

I am alſo teaching a Singing- School. They take 
great Pleaſure in learning to tis We can already 
carry three Parts of ſeveral Tunes. 

My Friends are always looking for the Miniſters. 
There is ſcarce a Day paſſes over, but ſomebody wilÞ 
aſk me, When will the Miniſter come?“ All I 
can tel] them is, that I expect they will come the 
middle of this Month. I have been treated very kind- 
ly ſince I came to this Place. I ſhould want for no- 
thing, if they had wherewith to beſtow, 

I find it very hard to live here without the other 
Rib ; for I am obliged to eat with Dogs; I ſay, with 


Dogs; becauſe they are, continually licking Water 
out 
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out of their Pails and Kettles : yea, I have often ſeen 
Dogs eating their Victuals, when they ſet down their 
Diſhes : They will only make a little Noiſe to ſhew 
their Diſpleaſure, and take up the Diſh, and finiſh off 
what the Dog left. My Cooks are naſty as Hogs ; 
their Clothes are black and greaſy as my Shoes; their 
Hands are as dirty as my Feet; but they cleanſe them 
by kneeding Bread. Their Hands will be very clean 
after kneeding three or four Loaves of Bread. I am 
obliged to eat whatſoever they give me, for fear the 
will be diſpleaſed with me. After this Month I ſhall 
try to clean ſome of them; for I muſt move along by 
degrees. If they once get out with me, it is all over 
with me. I ſhall have a Houſe built me next Week; 
then I ſhall have my Victuals cleaner. 

I now and then drink a little Tea, which I brought 
with me, and eat ſome dry Bread which I bought, 
and ſome little Fiſh, which I catch out of a ſmall 
River, and their Pottage, which is made of pounded 
Corn, 

T aſk the Continuance of your Prayers, that Gop 
would give me Grace, and fill my Heart with the 
Love of Gop, and Compaſſion to periſhing Souls 
and that Gop would make me an Inſtrument of win- 
ning many Souls to CR ISH before I leave this World.

I NOW write you a few Lines, juſt to inform 
you that | am well at preſent, and have been ſo ever 
 fince [ left your Houſe ; bleſſed be Gop for his Good- 
neſs to me. I am well contented to live here, as long 
as 1 am-.in, fuch great Buſineſs. My Scholars learn

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very well; I have put Eleven of them into a, 6, ab. 
I have three more that will advance to that Place this 
Week, and ſome have got to the ſixth Page. It is a 
. thouſand Pities they cannot keep together: they are 
often going about to get their Proviſion. One of the 
Chiefs, in whoſe Houſe I live, told me, he believed 
ſome of the Indians would ſtarve to Death this Sum- 
mer. Some of them have almoſt conſumed all their 
Corn already. 

I came too late this Spring: I could not put any 
thing into the Ground: I hope I ſhall next Year. [I 
believe I ſhall perſuade all the Men in this Caſtle, at 
leaſt the moſt of them, to labour next Year. They 
begin to ſee now, that they would live better if they 
cultivated their Lands, than they do now by Hunt» 
ing and Fiſhing. | | 

I have been miſerably on't for an Interpreter. I 
can ſay very little to them. I hope by next Spring 
I ſhall be my own Interpreter. be 

It is very hard to live here without the other Bone, 
I muſt be obliged to waſh and mend my Clothes, and 
cook all my Victuals, and waſh all the Things I uſe 
which is exceeding hard. I ſha'n't be able to em- 

loy my vacant Hours in improving their Land, as 
I ſhould if I had a Cook here. I am

Abſtracts of Letters from the Reverend Mr Theo- 
philus Chamberlain, Miſionary among the Six 
Nations of Indians in North America, to the 
Reverend Mr Eleazar Wheelock. 


Upper Mohawk Caſtile, July 14. 1765. 
Rev. and much reſpected Sin, 


— ON laſt Thurſday the Indians met between 
eleven and twelve, to hear what I had to ſay to them; 
The Meeting was opened with the ſound of a Horn. 
I delivered a ſhort Speech to them, in which I told 
them, That Mr Wheelock earneſtly deſires to * the 

Be Indians 
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Indians taught to Read and Write, but above all to 
underſtand the Chriſtian Religion. I told them ſome- 
thing of the Pains he had taken to accompliſh that 
End, and that I believed his whole Deſign is to make 
them a happy People. I farther told them that he, 
this Spring, has ſent out two Miniſters amongſt the 
Six Nations, with eight Indian Lads to aſſiſt in teach- 
ing the Indians, and to keep Schools, In the Con- 
cluſion of my Speech, I defired them now to tell me 
whether they deſired Preaching, and cheoſe to have 
their Children taught to Read and Write; — and if 
they do, how many Schoolmaſters will be neceflary 
at their Caſtle, and to tell me where they would have 
their School kept, that I may know how te diſpoſe 
ef the Boys, for I now have the Care of them. 

I then retired, leaving them to conſult among them- 
ſelves. After about half an Hour they ſent for me to 
come in; as ſoon as I entered the Room, an elderly 
Man roſe up, and made a conſiderable Speech to me, 
in which he ſaid, “ A conſiderable Part of our Indians 
« live down the River about two Miles, and are many 
++ of them not preſent, but I believe they will fully 
« apree with us. As for myſelf and my Brethren here 
« preſent, we would be glad if you would tarry here, 
« and preach all the Time. We want a Miniſter 
« always here. We want to have our Children learn 
« to Read and Write. We think two Schoolmaſters 
«© will not be too much, — one at theſe Houſes, and 
& another at the Houſes below, There are about 
te thirty five Children here and at the other Place, 
big enough to go to School. We will make our 
& Children go to School every Day.“ . 

I then told them I was heartily glad to find them 
ſo much inclined to be inſtructed in the Chriſtian Re- 
ligion, and to have their Children taught to Read... 
I rarther told them, that they might be ſure Mr Mbee- 
lc: would rejoice to hear ſuch Things of them; and 

| tO 
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to him I would give an Account of all that happened. 
After this, finding them diſpoſed, I prayed with them: 
to which they attended; and ſung a Pſalm afterwards, 
with ſeeming Devotion. They then all came round, 


ſhook Hands with me, and returned me Thanks for 


the Good-will which I ſhewed them; and then de- 
parted. 1 E 
6 Kanajobare, July 17, 1765. 


YESTERDAY we came here about Eleven. In 
the Afternoon I viſited the Schools, as I have done 
again this Afternoon, and intend to do ſo every Day 
while I am here. And to ſpeak the Truth, it is the 
moſt ſatisfying Diverſion my eternal Maſter ever al- 
lowed me; to take my Horſe about two, (directly 
after Dinner) ride about two Miles in a good Waggon 
Road, go to a good Houſe pleaſantly ſituate on the 
Top of an Hill, ſurrounded on all Sides with a fine 
deſcending Green turft with Engliſh Graſs 4 to enter; 
find our little Abraham fitting z have him riſe and ſa- 
lute me; eleven or twelve Boys and Girls (for fo 
many he conſtantly has) all riſe, bow and curteſy 
handſomely ; to enquire of Abraham the Manners and 
Cuſtoms of his School; the Proficiency his Children 
make in Learning, &c. Sc. Sc. (This is real Plea- 
ſure!) Then to give ſome Inſtructions; to leave 
them; take my Horſe ; ride, through a ſmall Grove 
over a gliding Stream, on to a {ſecond Hill; find the 
other Abraham buſily engaged in his School, conſiſt- 
ing of ſixteen or ſeventeen, chiefly Boys; have over 
all the *forementioned Ceremonies ; then return to my 
Lodgings. This is my Afternoon's Diverſion. And 
I can't expreſs the Satisfaction I take in ſeeing near 
thirty Indian Children, but ſix Days ago unacquainted 
with a Letter (except two or three) now engaged in 
learning their Letters, and ſeveral of them beginning 
to pronounce Syllables, 

I have 
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I have likewiſe the Pleaſure to inform you, that 
Abrabam primus is as lively, active, and induſtrious a 
Schoolmaſter as I ever ſaw. The School began laſt 
Friday. The Children at both (if I have not miſ- 
counted) are, at preſent, twenty eight, all I judge be- 
tween ſixteen and ſix Years old; and if I can find out 
that they have Children enough among the Indians 
here, I ſhall inſiſt on their ſending them to make up 
the five and thirty they mentioned, as a Condition of 
my ſetting up two Schools. The Onoidas, I under- 
Rand, are at the German Flats, I ſhall vifit them 
next Week, if I am well enough, I am now at Jo- 
feph Brani's Houſe very poorly with a Dyſentery, 
which hath followed me near a Week. Riding in the 
| Rain ſeveral Times, wading through Brooks to get 
along, and lodging on the cold Ground the other 
Night, have made me almoſt down Sick: but my 
Buſineſs keeps me alive. Joſeph Brant is exceeding 
kind. I feel contented in the Buſineſs, and with the 
Method of living I am in, I want for nothing but 
Wiſdom, Prudence, and a good 'Heart. I remain,

IAM every Day diverted with a View of Moſes 
and his School; as I can fit in my Study and ſee him 
and all his Scholars at any time, the Schoolhouſe be- 


ing nothing but an open Barrack, And I am much 
pleaſed 
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pleaſed to ſee eight, ten, or twelve, and ſometimes 
more Scholars {fiing round their Bark Table, ſome 
Reading, ſome Writing, and others Studying; and 
all engaged, to appearance, with as much Seriouſneſs 
and Attention as you will ſee in almoſt any worſhip- 
ping Aſſembly; and Moſes at the Head of them, 
with the Gravity of a Divine of fifty or threeſcore. 
How agreeable ſuch a Sight would be to you, is not 
hard to gueſs! I expect this School will be much 
larger when it comes to Onoboguage, as there are but 
few here, and many of theſe, upon the Account. of 
the preſent Scarcity, are obliged to employ their 
Children. The School at Onobaquage will doubtleſs 
be large enough for Joſeph and Moſes both. 


Die Reverend Mr Wheelock. writes thus * 
Lebanon in Connecticut, OF. 11. 1765. 
IHE Reverend Mr Chamberlain returned from 
his Miſſion among the Six Nations laſt Friday, (ac- 
companied by two Onoida Boys for this School) to 
E another Miſſionary for one of the Places where 
e has been preaching among the Mabawis and Ono- 
idas; and to get Recruits and Supplies of Neceſſaries 
for himſelf, and thoſe Schoolmaſters who deſign to 
winter with the Indians. | | 
He informs me, that the Indian Schoolmaſters have 
in general conducted very well: are received chear- 
fully, and treated kindly; and that there are now in 
their ſeveral Schools one hundred and twenty ſeven 
Children; and that he had provided another School 
of upwards of twenty Children more for Peter, but 
he being taken Sick could not enter into it; which is 
ready for him or another next Spring. © + 28 
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Mr Chanborlain allo informs me, that he has lately 
made a Tour among the Onondagas (accompanied by 
Delegates from the Mabawks and Onoidas) and preach- 
ed to them, where, peyer,any Miſſionary had been be- 
fore: Tha the Repreſemative of that whole Nation 
told him, after a Conſultation of two Days among 
themſelves, that they were all agreed to receive Chriſ- 
tianity, and would, have him be eaſy in his Mind, 
and know, that from that Day they ſhould be glad 
to be inſtructed; and deſired him to tarry and preach 
to them. And. when he came away, he told them he 
would do his Endeavour that a Miniſter ſhould be 
ſent to them next Spring. „ 


The following is a Letter from the Indians of 
Onohoquage, who were, on Account of Scar- 
city, removed for a while to another Place.

BRETHREN, git wilt Rev RIA 24 
WE vere informed by our Meſſenget that we ſent 
to you laſt Spting, (Gwedelbes, or Peter Agwirondon- 
gas) that you would not only aſſiſt us by ſending 
us Miniſters co teach us Chriſtianity, but alſo that 
you would aſſiſt us in ſetting up Hufbandry, by ſend- 
ing a Number of white People to hve with us; who, 
when come, ' ſhould build us Mills, teach us Huſ- 
bandry, and furniſh us with Tools for Huſbandry, &c. 

We greatly rejoiced at hearing of it, and expected 
them this Spring, but are diſappointed ; at which we 
are very ſorry : But we hope that we may yet receive 
them, and ſhould much rejoice in it, ſhould you ſend 
them to us. | Ss 

We would have you underſtand, Brethren, . that 


we have no Thoughts of ſelling our Land to any that 
| come 
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come to live àmong us. For if we Thoule fall à fit- 
tle Land to any, by and by they would Want to 
4 little mote, and ſo out Land would gb by Ine 
till we ſhould have none tb live upon. Tet as thoſe 
that come to inſtruct us muſt live, we have no O8 
jections againſt their improving as much Land as they 
pleaſe; yet the Land ſhall remain ours... 
We have, Brethren, never petitioned to you yet for 
any to aſſiſt us; but only thoſe that come with Gop's 
News, (i. e. the Goſpel ;) yet, as you have offered to 
aſſiſt us likewiſe in teaching us Huſbandry, we great- 
ly rejoice in it, and think that they ſhould go toge- 
ther, the one as well as the other, and that we want 
Inſtruction in both.

1 have ſtill and intirely as much the Care of my 
School as ever; and the Burden of every thing that 
concerns the Miſſionaries, and the Planning all their 
Miſſions, and procuring all Proviſions of every kind, 
lies upon me. But Gop- helps me. I enjoy, Peace 
and Contentment, which is a continual Feaſt. I am 
much ſatisfied with the Coutſe Providence has taken 
in the Diſpoſal of the Miſſionaries and Schoolmalters 
this Tear; and I hope, when I can hear that their 
Schools are ſettled, I ſhall be able to inform you that 
I have near TO Hundred of the poor wretched 
Children at School under the Inſtruction of my Boys

_of a Probability of introducing a Schoolmaſter into 
theſe Parts, if any Attempt ſhould be made, ex- 
cepting at Onohoquage, and there to take but Ten or 
Twelve Children, And you well know that my. 
Propoſal to obtain a Number of their Children to 
be educated here, was thought and ſpoken of as 
wild and extravagant, and by ſome hardly to be ac- 
counted for but by a diſtempered Brain: Yet amidſt, 
and againſt all Oppoſition and Diſcouragements, [ 
have evidently got the Friendſhip of the Body of the 
Six Nations; and, was I prepared to receive them, I 
might have Hundreds of their, Children to be in- 
tirely under my Direction and Care. Indeed this is 
the LO RD's Doing; and to Him alone belongs the 
Glory.

David Fowler * ſet out the Day before Yeſterday with 
Hannah Garret Þ to viſit her Parents at Narraganſel, 
where he propoſes to marry her; and from thence to 
make a Viſit to his Parents on the Iſland; and, as 
ſoon as he can, return to his School at Onoida, I 
have clothed them well, and furniſhed her in part 
for Houſe- keeping, have alſo ſupplied them with 
two Horſes and Furniture, and muſt likewiſe let him 
have ſome Huſbandry Tools, beſides one or two 
Cows and a Swine : and hereby I hope they will ſoon 
be able to live with little Expence to the Public. I 
wiſh you could furniſh him, and Mr Kir/land too, 
with Books; they have neither' of them an Expoſitor 
on the Scriptures. Clark's Bible is a good thing ; it 
would be more convenient for Tranſportation by 
Land if it was in Two Volumes.

Lebanon, July 8th, 1766. 


BEffed be Gop, Accounts from your ſide of the 
Water are hitherto encouraging, and I hope in 
Gop yet to ſee the Proſperity of theſe feeble Begin- 
ings, and that by means of this infant Inſtitution the 
Redeemer's Name will be manifeſted to Thouſands 
of the molt ignorant, ſordid, and miſerable of the 
human Race. My dear Mr K:r:land returned from his 
nineteen Months Journey to the Seneca Country the 
24th of May, accompanied by Tehanande, the Chief 
Warrior of that Tribe, who hath been a ſteady Friend 
and Patron to him in all his Troubles and Dangers, 
and ſeveral times reſcued his Life when it was threat- 
ened by and expoſed to the mercileſs Rage of blood- 
thirſty Monſters, which that Tribe hath abounded 
with. 

After a March of ſeventeen Days through the Wil- 
derneſs, about 250 Miles, as they went through the 
Nations, the Snow four Feet deep, with no Proviſions 
but what they carried upon their Backs and catched 
in the Woods, accompanied by two Indians of that 
Tribe, he arrived February the third, at a Seneca 
Town called Canaſadaga, where he met with a kind 
Reception, but ſoon found new and unexpected Diffi- 
culties to encounter; for, ten Days after his Arrival, 
the Man of the Houſe or Hut where he lived, died 
ſuddenly, He laid down well, but was found dead 
before the Morning, He was the Chief Man of the 
Place. On this, a general Jealouſy prevailed / agree- 
able to the Genius of the Nation, and eſpecially of 
that Tribe) either that Mr K:r:/and had killed him by 
Magic, or that he had brought Death and Deſtruction 
to the Nation with him. After this, they gave him 
nothing to eat for two Days, and held a Conſultation 

D 3 among 
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among themſelves whether it was not beſt to kill him. 
But at laſt concluded immediately to ſet a Watch over 
him, with orders to kill him if he ſhould attempt to 
run away. This Guard continued a Fortnight. Soon 
after a Famine enſyed, and ſpread through that Part 
of the Country, occaſioned by the early Froſt that cut 
off their Corn, and their Men being diverted from 
their uſual Hunt by their War with the Engliſh. Two 
Months Mr Kirtland lived without Bread, Fleſh, or 
Salt, excepting once, when he eat part of a Bear which 
was killed by one of that Caſtle. His general Food 
was {mall Fiſh, Roots, Acorns, and a Handful of 
pounded Corn boiled in a large Quantity of Water. 
But a particular Hiſtory of his Trials would exceed 
the Limits of a Letter. They ſaw his Reſolution to 
continue, and his Zea] to proſecute the great Deſign 
of his coming among them. From thence many of 
them began to conceive a good Opinion of him. This 
was furthered by Meſſages ſent them in his Favour 
by the Onoidas and. Onondagas; fo that at length 
many were perſuaded that a Higher Power had in- 
clined and diſpoſed his Heart to this Viſit, Some 
hereupon ſeemed earneſt for him to get their Language, 
that he might be in a Capacity of telling them the 
great Things which he had in view, but of which 
they had no Idea. But notwithſtanding all this, his 
Life was often threatned by a Number, and to the 
very laſt by one in particular, a Warrior, who ſteadily 
profeſſed that he would kill him let the Conſequenes 
be what it would. 


When he left them this Spring, a Number of them 
| ſeemed much affected with the Repreſentation he had 
made of the Wretchedneſs of their State, deſired 
his Continuance with them, and appeared really con- 
cerned for his Safety among them. But it is difficult 

to 
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ro deſcribe the low and wretched Condition the poor 


Creatures are in. 


Mr Kirtland was ſeparated to the ſacred Work by 
Faſting and Prayer, and Laying on of Hands, on 


the 19th ultimo. The Reverend Mr Chamberlain, 


Mr Kenne, and Samuel Asp po, an Indian of the Mobe- 
gan Tribe, were appointed to accompany him into 
the Indian Country, and to preach the Goſpel to the 
ſeveral Parties, where Doors appeared to be open for 
that Purpoſe. Three Exgliſb Youths, Members of 
Yale College, as well as of this School, are to go with 
them, to ſpend the enſuing Seaſon in learning the Lan- 
guages of ſuch Tribes as they are likely to ſerve, when 
they have finiſhed their School- learning. 


David Fowler and Hezekiab Calvin are to continue 
in their old Schools. The Reverend Mr Pomeroy 


was appointed to accompany them into the Indian 
Country, and fpend ſome Months in ſettling their 


Schools and directing their Affairs. Their Clothing, 
Furniture, &c. were almoſt ready when David Fow- 
ler. returned from Onoida, the 27th ultimo. He 
came accompanied by my Moſes, a Mohawk, and 
William an Onoida, one of his Scholars; and brought 
the melancholy Account of the Death of Gawebe, 
the Chief Warrior of that Tribe, a faſt Friend to the 
Engliſh, and zealous to have the Goſpel introduced 
among them: When he was dying, he gave à ſolemn 
Charge to get a Miniſter ſettled there: he charged alſo 
his Wife not to mourn for him after their heathen 
Cuſtom, but to pray to Gop, and follow after Reli- 
gion; to govern the Children well; and as ſoon as 
they ſhould be big enough, to ſend them to this 
School.

—— 
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Yeſterday Tebanande, the Black General of the Se- 
necas, who came down with Mr Kiri/and, and who will 
ſay as much to his Nation in favour of the. Engliſh, 
and of this Deſign, as he can, ſet out for his own 
Country, clad in his Regimentals, which were given 
him by our General Aſſembly. He was mounted on 
a ſprightly Horſe which I procured for him, accom- 
panied by the following Miſſionaries, deſtined to their 
reſpective Services and Flaces, as followeth: Mr 
Kirtland for Canawarobare in Onoida; Mr Kenne for 
Old Onoida, about ſix Miles diſtant; Mr M* Cluer 
to abide with Mr Kirtland to learn the Language, 
and aſſiſt Joſeph Jobnſon in the School, until David 
returns; 7c/eph Jobnſon to take the ſaid School under 
Mr K:rtlard's Direction, until David comes; and then 
to ſerve as Uſher under David, as the School will be 
large enough for two. Mr Chamberlain to preach at 
Canajobare and Fort Hunter, at which Places, as my 
Boys inform me, are 140 Families. Hezekiah to keep 
his old School at Fort Hunter. Samuel Fobnſon, the 
Engliſh Youth, with Jacob Fowler, to keep the two 
Schools which my two Abrahams kept laſt Year. 
Little Abrabam is invited to take a School at Millbeſte, 
a new Settlement of Indians, about eight or ten Miles 
below Fort Stanwix. May Gop go with them, in- 
ſpire them with Wiſdom * Zeal, pull down the 
OO of Satan, and make the Powers of Dark- 
neſs tremble before them! My hope is in Gop alone; 
and for that Reaſon my Mind is always calm. 


It appears to me, Gop deſigns much Glory to his 
own great Name by this infant Inſtitution, I expect 
Friend Aſhpo here ſoon, in his Way on his Miſſion to 
Jeningo, where he propoſes to winter if Proſpects are 
encouraging.

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How ſhall I furniſh dear Mr Kirtland and David 
with Libraries? They are like to ſtarve for want of 
Expoſitors, Concordances, Sc. &c. and David will 
want ſome plain ſpiritual Treatiſes, &c. My dear Sir, 
when you are near and warm at the Throne of Grace 
remember yours, &c.

Lebanon, July 29, 1766. 
1 Wrote to you, via Boſton, a few Days ago, and have 
nothing now to write but to the ſame Purpoſe. 

Mr Kirtland returned from his long Tour to the 
Senecas, May 24th, accompanied by Tebanande, the 
Chief Warrior of that Nation, and one whoſe Influ- 
ence among them is great. He appears to be a preg- 
nant Genius, of an affable Temper, benevolent, ſteady, 
Judicious, manly; and hath always been a Friend to 
the Engliſh, a Protector and ſteady Friend to dear Mr 
Kiriland, amidft Perils and Dangers too many and 
great to relate and deſcribe in this Letter. They 
came to Hartford while the General Aſſembly were 
ſitting : the Governors and Company ſhewed him 
great Reſpect, and made a handſome Entertainment 
tor him, The Governor delivered him a Speech, 
and received his Anſwer, Mr Kirtland being Inter 
ter, much to the Satisfaction and Admiration of the 
whole Aſſembly, After this they made him a pre- 
ſent of Twenty Pounds. The Black General was 
much affected with their Kindneſs and Reſpect, and 
marvelled to find the Country ſo well peopled. He 
was lame with the Gout or Rheumatiſm, or he would 
have gone to Boſton, He ſeemed much affected with 
my Repreſentation of the wretched and miſerable 
Condition of his Nation, &c. and gave into it, I be- 
lie ve heartily, that we are the People that Gon —_ 
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and. that they have been caſt off by Him a long time. 
He ſaid he would go and tell his Relations what I had 
faid, and what he believed; but, ſaid he, they will 
all riſe up againſt me when I do ſo. He was greatly 
pleaſed with my School, and was often ſo affected 
with a Senſe of the Ignorance and Brutality of his own 
People, that he would ſometimes talk with Mr K:r:- 

land, and weep a great Part of the Night, till at 
ſome Times he was almoſt overwhelmed with Sorrow. 
„Nov, ſaid he, I find all the Things Mr Kirtland 
« told me, and a great deal more, are true.“ 


My dear Sir, pray that I may live upon Gop 
every Day, who is my Rock, my Strength, and 
my Salvation; bleſſed be his Name. My Situation 
hath been ſuch as hath conſtrained me to live upon 
Him, nor can I live any other Way: but I have ſuf- 
ficient, and more than ſufficient Reaſon to be jealous 
of my own Heart, which I find too unruly to be 
kept by any but Gop alone.
